MANY FAIR WOMEN DUPED. 

Extraordinary Career of n Sun of n jturiipiMB 
King »ii t tils Continent-Ail 
Ontario Victim. 

A Boston, ulcus., dispatch Hays: The 
mystery ot a strange life has been solved, 
and 11 wonderfully romantic utoiy of 
criminal adventure lia.s boon brought out 
by Hut identification of the late Andrew 
Jackson (irant, bigamist and confidence 
man, as the famous Fenian leader. Dr. 
Louis Contri, who was an illegitimate son 
of Victor Emmanuel, King of Italy, The 
Inst words of this remarkable man as hu 
lay dying in Cambridge jail last April 
were: "'The world shall never know mo 
as 1 was." Nevertheless, Ins secret has 
been probed, and the career which is ex- 
posed will find none to match it. The doc- 
tor's disguise was pierced several 
weeks before his death by one 
or two persons who know him 
years ago as Dr. Contri, but they did 
not expose him. He was then awaiting 
trial for bigamy and swindling Miss Lucy 
Torrey, of Cambridge, out of $20,000, 
and if he had lived to :,'(> into court the 
whole story would probably havo come 
out, for many persona hereabouts knew 
the Fenian leader intimately previous to 
1ST '2. These persons have fully identified 
Dr. Grant's photograph since bis death as 
that of Dr. Contri. 

Accord' ng to his story, he was born in 
Austria, bul was the son of Victor Em- 
manuel and Archduchess Adelbird of 
Austria. He was born in 184-_\ two 
months before Victor linniianuol and the 
archduchess were united in marriage. 
Victor Emmanuel was at that time King 
of Sardinia and did not succeed to the 
throne of Italy until 1801. When but a 
mere child he was transferred to the ous 
tody of an old abbot in Switzerland, by 
whom he was carefully 

SCHOOLED IN THE SCIENCES. 
Among other things lie made a specialty 
of languages, and so proficient had ho be- 
come thai he could speak at least five 
with Huency. The old abbot became a 
sort of parent to him, and finally the 
young man's desire to know something of 
hia parents became so st rong that the good 
old priest told him all, even t o t he stain 
upon his birth. When the young man 
grow up he went to Sardinia and openly 
conspired against the king and wag forced 
to tly, His alleged father supplied him 
with money. He came to America with 
Dr. McSheehy, and when the war broke 
out he enlisted in a New York regiment. 
His connection with the Fenian raid on 
Canada in well known. It was his ven- 
tures in the marriage line that gave him 
his widest reputation. When he (Mime to 
this country he left a wife in Uoriuatiy, 
but soon alter landing here he took 
another. 

Little is known of his army life except 
the fact that he was taken prisoner and 
sent to Richmond some mouths before 
the fall of the southern capital. He 
there made the acquaintance of Miss Vir- 
ginia Saunders, a niece of .(elf Davis. 
Hi- was an A droll burr among women, 
and he easily won the heart of Miss Saun- 
ders. Hardly bad peace buen declared 
before Contri married her and flew with 
her to Canada. They had lived in Mon- 
treal afew months only when his youug 
birdo died, leaving him once more a free 
man, for his little German wife had ob- 
tained a divorce on account, of bis deser- 
tion. He returned at once to the States, 
and arrived in Boston in the spring of 
18G0, when Feuiauism was at its height, 

WENT INTO THE STRL'llG IX 
body ami soul, and was among the first to 
enroll himself in the rank and tile then 
preparing for .• raid on Canada. So ener- 
getic was he tha' when the Kenians left 
Boston he was a colonel. 

In lSlilJ ile married Mrs. Jano Delanev, 
of Boston, who had $20,000 in hank. 
When that was gone he deserted her. He 
next, married Miss Mary Dittsou, of a 
Hudson river town For that he was sen- 
tenced to Sing Sing for two years, but 
secured his release after three months. 
Ho then dropped the name of Contri. 

In 1880 he appeared ill London under 
the name oi Dr. (irant and advertised as 
a specialist, and lectured extensively on 
mind -curing. Being again involved in 
scandal, he secret ly loft London and re- 
turned to the I nitcil Slates, lie learned 
that bis first wife had procured a divorce 
from him and hail gone to live in Chicago. 
He went t here, and it is believ ed that while 
in that city he obtained medical degrees 
from a local dispensary under the name 
of A. .1. Perry, by which name he became 
widely known. He figured conspicuously 
in the led ore rooms of the west and 
smith as a man of learning and uncom- 
mon eloquence. Newspaper notices of 
his lectures were found in a scrap-book in 
his trunk alter his arrest in Clayton, N. 
.1., in March last. 

It was whib out upon a lecture tour 
that he first met and married the woman 
who is known as Kate Ray, his sister. 
Together they conspired to swindle 
patrons ol the large watering-places of 
the country. In the summer ot 1884 he 
and his sister were at Old I I re ha I'd Bead), 
under the name "I Dr. Perry. He 
claimed to lie an extremely wealthy Eng- 
lishman, with untold possessions in Aus- 
tralia. The woman he passed oil as Ins 
sister hesaid also possessed great wealth. 
Among the visitors to the beach was a 
Miss Eiitinn Katies, of St. Thomas, Can- 
ada, whom he married in short order. He

Edward Stephens, who was found dead 
yesterday morning at the door of his own 
I house, was a native of Keriy, Ireland, 
and served in the ranks of the ftoyal En- 
gineers during tin- Crimean war. He

ever since been engaged ill surveying gm - 
i eminent lands on Vancouver Island He 
built a nice house on his property, on 
j Craigflower Road, opposite Captain Cau- 
din's residence, but it was burned down 
on Jubilee day. At once he had a lum- 
porary hut erected, but his wife could not 
i stand the rough living, and left on the 1st 
of last month for her country homo in 
Dysat, Fifeshire, Scotland, leaving her 
husband to complete some surveying he 
had to do, tor Mr. May wood, at Cowichan 
Lake. He was to have gone to Cowichan 
Luke a fortnight ago, but was delayed by 
having to make some necessary notes, 
etc., iii Victoria before leaving. Last 
Wednesday night he spent the evening at 
Mr. Dodd r a house, and Mr. Dodd did not 
see lino alive again. Yostorday morning, 
at 10 o'clock, Mr, Dodd went to the de- 
ceased's cabin to nee about him, but t" 
Ins horror he found Stephens lying dead 
at the font of the steps. Dr. Milne was 
at once summoned, and when he arrived 
be gave his opinion of the matter. Blood 
was on the steps, and the deceased was 
lying on Ins back, bis head resting in a 
pool of blood, the blood having down 
freely from a severe gash in the back of 
the head. The man was dressed com- 
pletely, except that he had not his boots 
mi, and from the appearance of his bed it 
may be safely conjectured that he had 
just left it. From these facts Dr. Milne 
concluded that the deceased was going 
down the steps, of which there aro six, 
and he must have slipped at the last one, 
and, falling backwards, his head struck 
t he sharp edge of the steps, rendering him 
unconscious, There was no one at hand 
to help the unconscious man and death 
resulted from exposure.
